should be left open to actual settlers. 
If the bill is passed it will discourage 
settlement.

bands of sheep and oattle from access 
to grazing land. 
It is a pernicious 


land jobbing scheme. I am interested 
la cattle and while I think that tbia 
industry will be hart, the sheep men 
will be the ones worst Injured. 


W. 3. Lak»—I furor a bill providing 


for the leasing of public lands. I read 
something abjut the bill 
I atn inter- 


ested in oattle. I do not know bow the 
law could benefit anyone, except that 
everybody could own bis own range. 


Daniel Powell—I think that the effect 


of the bill would be bad, It would 
create monopolies, helping great inter- 
ests and injuring small ones. It would 
crowd small stookralsers oat of exist- 
ence.

LONDON, Pebrnary 28, 4:30 a. m.—All England is ring* 


ing today with the cheers of the multitude, who are univer- 


sally singing the National Anthem in celebration of the cap- 
ture of Crotrje and his 4,000 men by 30,000 British soldiers after 
ten days' fighting. 


It is.recognized that Lord Roberts has done more than 


capture a few thousand Boers. I 


He has made himself master of a large district of the Free 


State, and is within striking distance of one of the Boer cap- 
itals. 


He has restored, in a measure, confidence among his men, 


depressed after their continued defeats, and has shown the 


Boers that they are not invincible. 


It is strongly suspected thatCronje buried a number of his 


big guns and a large quantity of ammunition before surren- 
dering. 


It is generally believed here that the Transvaalers will 


continue fighting, but it is at the same time recognized that the 


Free Staters are beginning to weary of the conflict. 


The Government entertains no illusions, however, and 


will immediately start 10,000 men to South Africa, it being 


their intention to'keep the effective fighting force near 200,000. 


It is evident that Buller was mistaken when he wired that 


but a weak rear-guard was between him and Ladysmith. It is 


recognized that he is having a hard time of it.
